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SPEAKER REED STILL MASTERFUL. 

Makes His First Announcement of a 
Vote in the Old Way. 

‘Speaker Reed's first announcement of a 
vote was concerning the adoption of what 
are generally spoken of as Reed's rules of 
the. House, in. vogue in the Fifty-first Con- 
gtess, and which have caused so much an- 
guish on the part of.the Democracy. It was 
natural, of course,.that Speaker Reed’s old 
opponent, ex-Speaker Crisp, should object 
to the permanent adoption of these rules, as 
he misinterpreted Mr, Cannon’s reselution, 
and that he should voice the Democratic sen- 
timent that it did not wish to be bound In- 
definitely by those rules. 

But Speaker Reed's announcement of the 
vote in his old-time decisive fashion, the

the floor of the House, the scenes of three 
years ago, when the same determined, un- 
bulldozable Reed was in the same chair and

This was eMmphasized today, and was evi- 
denced in the fact that as the words fell from: 
the Speaker’s lips a wave of applause ran 
over the Republican left and rose and died 
away and rose again.

Representatives Attend the Legalized 
Gambling for Seats,;,  . 

The House had been in session only forty- 
eight minutes when all the preliminary work 
of organization had been completed, and 
then began the biennial drawing for seats, 
the legalized lottery of the government, 
which is always one of the most interesting 
spectacies of the opening of Congress, and 
certainly. the one in which the members are 


‘most directly interested. 

The Republican majority is so large that 
what has been known as the “‘Democratic 
side,’”’ at the right of the Speaken, was prac- 
tically wiped out,the Republicans filling their 
half and crossing the main aisle, then dog- 
ing a wedge of the 105 Democrats and reap- 
pearing at the extreme right of the hall in 
two narrow sections popularly known now 
as the “Cherokee Strip."’ Curiously enough, 
Delegate Fiynn of Oklahoma was forced te 
content himself in this place. 

The method of drawing involves the com- 
plete vacation of the hall, and at the direction 
of. the Speaker the 356 members left their 
seats and retired behind the railings at the 
rear of the hall, forming a dense fringe 
around the seats. A blind-folded page drew 
numbered balls from a ballot-box, while the 
reading clerk hunted up the name on the 
alphabetical list which corresponded with 
‘the ball. 

It was for all the world like a game of 
keno, with real live Congressmen dropping 
into one seat after another and holding it 
until the card was filled.

Nothing Spectacular to Be Seen in the 
Congressional Opening. ; 

The throng of citizens which went up to 
the Capito! today to see the opening of an- 
other Congress, and the incidental triumph 
of Thomas Brackett Reed-of Maine, was 
scarcely repaid for its trouble if it looked 
for anything spectacular.

Mr. Blue Is the First Man Who Ob- 
tained the Floor. . 

When Richard W. Blue, Representative-at- 

large from Kansas, reached Washington 
.and began making himself known and his 
sentiments felt in the clérkship contest, 
there were critical observers of Mr. Blue's 
course who predicted it would not be long 
before he made himself known in the na- 
tional legislative halls.

CAUCUS OF REPUBLICAN SENATORS. 


Meet and Talk, but Attain No Definite 
Results. 

The Republican Senators weve in caucus 
for half an hour after the Senate adjourned 
today, but adjourned until 
without taking any acon on the reorganiza- 
tion of the Senate. 

Mr. Sherman was elected Chairman of the 
caucus and Mr. Dubois Secretary. The dis- 
cission was informal and centered around 
the question whether the Republican Seén- 
ators, having a plurality, but not a majcrity 
of the Senate, should attempt a reorganiza- 
tion with Republican officers and Republican 
Chairmen of committees. 

It was evident that the prevailing sent!- 
ment favored Republican.organization, and 
some strong speeches were made, notably by 
Mr. Davis of Minnesota and Aldrich of 
Rhode Island, urging that tnere should be 
no combination nor compromise with any 
element outside the Republican ranks. 

This appeared to voice the general view of 
the Senators and no opposition speeches 
were made, The question arose, however, 
whether the test of strengtly should be made 
on securing the committees’or on the choice 
of a President pro tempore. In order to 
present this issue Mr. Hoar moved the ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Committees, 
to have general charge of a move to secure 
ecmmittee reorganization on Republican 
lines. Mr. Hale offered an amendment for 
a test on the choice of President pro tem- 
pore. In the informal discussion following 
Mr. Frye’s name was mentioned as the prob- 
able candidate for President pro tem. me 
Senators raised the point, however, that the 
President pro tem could not. be elected while 
the. presiding officer was present and acting 
under the Senate rules. It was finally decid- 
ed that no vote should be taken at present 
and Messrs. Fioar and Hale withdrew their 
motions. The understanding was that a 
definite line of action would be agreed upon 
at the meeting on Wednesday following the 
session of that day. "i 

The principal reason for the withdrawal 
of the resolutions for the appointment of a 
Caucus committee by the Chairman was the 
discovery of the fact that there was a large 
element in’ the caucus opposed to the selec- 
tion of the committee by appointment. Itis 
now understood that when the resolution 
is renewed it will be antagonized by a substi- 
tute providing for the election of the com- 
mittee by the caucus. 

Senator Faulkner of West Virginia. said 
cencerning the organization of the Senate: 

‘We cannot turn the S@nate over to the Re- 
publicans until they have the votes. Even 
with the two Senators from Utah they-will 
not have a majority unless Nevada votes 
with them, which is expected. Until that 
time we shall have to continue in controal.”’ 


SILVER SENATORS FEELING LONELY.

Only Eight Attend the Conference and 
Some Went Away Promotliy. 

Thesilver conference called for today was 
a disappointment to its projectors.

ON &HE RAILWAY POOLING BILL. 


Cengressmen Generally Prefer tq 
Await the Raising of the Issue. 

While members of the House have gen- 
erally been too busy over the organization 
of the House to consider matters of legisia- 
tion, the make-up of the committees being 
still concealed in Speaker Reed’s‘Inner con- 
sciousness, there, is a feeling in the inner 
circle that the railway pooling question is 
soon to be prominent. The pooling bill is 
aimost certain to be presented again early 
‘na the session. The large number of new 
members makes the friends of the bill more 
or less anxious, but the measure passed the 
House at the last session by so decisive a 
majority that the railroad men feel confi- 
dent of pushing it through again. 

While the members of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission are pleading for more 
power to enforce existing laws, the railrodds 
are preparing a measure to legalize pooling 
and tie the hands of the commission com- 
pletely. 

The old members who dare to oppose these 
powerful railroad influences are few in num- 
ber, and it will take a campaign of education 
among the new members to beat the measure 
in the House. 

Both old and new members fight shy of 
giving their opinions for publication ‘until 
after the House is organized and the com- 
mittees are appointed. 

The Inter-State Commerce committee, it 
is said, will have a majority composed of 
friends of the railroads, 

Reed Voted for It. 

Speaker Reed himself voted for the pooling 
bill at the last session and the railroad men 
say that while he cahnot be called one of 
their men in the Housé he will not antag- 
onize their interests. The unformed senti- 
ment of the new House is shown in the fol- 
lowing interviews: : 

Representative MeGann of Chicago: “‘I 
have had no opportunity yet to study the 
new railroad pool, although I have already 
begun to collect material on it and have 
saved the pictures of the managers of the 
lines interested. I was bitterly opposed. to 
the pooling bill when it came before the 
House, and if I were to remain in Congress 
I should oppose it again without question, 
so long as it aims to deprive the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission of its power over the 
talilroads. I conBider the pooling system 
vicious unless properly regulated, and it is 
impossible to. regulate it so long as the rail- 
roads are given the power of appealing 
from the decisions of the commission... So 
far as I have been able to learn a proposi- 
tion providing for pooling substantially 
on the Old lines will be submitted to the 
present House, and I am inclined to believe 
it will be passed. From what I*can learn 
the majority of the members have been more 
or less pledged to the passage of the bill, 
chiefly because cf the fact that they have not 
been properly educated on the dangers it

After repeating the oft-told tale of Pucik’s 
reception at the asylum Anderson came down 
to the time of the struggle in Ward D W 2, 
in which Pucik was so badly injured he died 
a few hours later. 

It was early in the morning, Anderson 
said, that Gough called to him, saying: “I 
am going to do a man up. Come up and 
help me.” 

The witness said he went toward Goug 
and saw the latter seize Pucik and throw 
him to the floor. Then Gough raised his 
right foot and brought the heel of his shoe

down two or three times on Puctk’s breast. 

I told him to stop or he would kill the 
man,”’ said Anderson. “Puctk rolled over 
on his back and appeared to lose conscious- 
ness. Then Gough kicked him in the ribs on 
the right side and ran around the body and 
delivered several kicks in the man’s ribs on 
the left side. I did not. interfere. It was 
all done in a moment. Gough was in an 
awful temper.”’ 

Attorney David conducted the cross-ex- 
amination. Anderson admifted he got his 
position at Dunning because he worked for 
Congressman Lorimer at the polls; that he 
struck Pucik a light blow while bathing 
him; said he did not interfere with Gough 
because he was afraid of him, and he did not 
call. for help because he thought ‘it was 
none of his business: insisted he did not do 
anything to cause Pucik’s death, and no 
inducements. had been held out to him to 
tell what he knew of the affair. He gave as 
his reasons for not telling what he knew 
the day after the murder that Gough told 
him to keep quiet, and admitted his con- 
science did not trouble him until after he 
was arrested@. 

Anderson said he did not desire the con- 
viction of Gough, and a moment later said 
he believed Gough ought to be convicted. 
Later he said he did not tell of the murder 
because of his friendship for Gough, and suc- 
ceeded in getting himself badly mixed up. 

Attorney David made much out of the fact 
that Anderson talked with the State’s-At- 
torney and refused to talk with the attorney 
for the defense before the trial began. 

Anderson’s cross-examination will be re- 
sumed this morning. 

Sergt. Collins of the Irving Park Station 
was asked to identify the shoes worn by 
Gough on the night he was arrested after 
the inquest upon Pucik’s body. He did so 
and described them. Lieut. Fitzgerald was 
put through a lively cross-examination when 
he went on the witness stand. After the 
Lieutenant had told all he knew about the 
shoes, they were produced. Attorney David 
succeeded in considerably confusing Lieut. 
Fitzgerald, who finally admitted he did not 
pay special attention to the shoes. The: 
shoes were introduced in evidence.

Street Cars May Stop—Provisions 
for Licensing Ice Dealers. 
The Chicago Central Electric railway com- 
pany, now seeking a franchise from the 
»Council, got several knock-down blows at 


the meeting of that body last night. 
A communication was received frém D. W. 


Buchanan withdrawing his consent.to the 
construction of a street railway in Polk 
street by the Chicago Central Electric rail- 
way company, and was referred to the Com- 
missioner of Puplic Works. Walter Far- 
well, Grace F. Winston, Anna F. De Koven, 
end Rose F. Chatfield-Taylor, by their attor- 
ney, Dudley Winston, revoked their consent 
to the laying of car tracks by the samie cor- 
poration in Jackson street. This covers the 
frontage of a big tract of ground at the cor- 
ner of Jackson and Halsted streets. 

The documents came in among the drift- 
wood and did not seem to attract much at- 
tention. When the petitions were first pre- 
sented to the Council it was noticed all the 
signatures of the Farwell property-owners 
were in one handwritinng. Incidentally 
Ald. Campbell shot in a brace of little ordi- 
nances that scarcely made a ripple. One 
ceded Jackson street west of the river tothe 
West Park Board and the other ceded Jack- 
son street east of the river to the South Park 
Board. These, with the revocations men- 
tioned, may make trouble, it is said, for the 
trolley people, who want to “grab” Jackson 
street from Halsted to Michigan boulevard. 


Bicycle Ordinance. 

The Council passed an ordinance intended 
to make the restoration of stolen bicycles 
comparatively easy. Ald. Kahler got it 
through. The ordinance, as originally 
drawn, was rather drastic, in that it com- 
pelled bicycle repairers and storers to make 
daily reports of their doings to the Chief of 
Police. Many of the Aldermen construed 
this as a refiection on the honesty of some 
of the men engaged in the business and the 
objectionable features were removed. 

The ordinance, as sent to the:Mayor, who 
is expected to approve it, provides no per- 
son, firm, or corporation shall conduct the 
business of dealing in second-hand bicycles, 
repairing bicycles, storing, or in any way 
handling second-hand bicycles, without first 
obtaining a license therefor from the City 
of Chicago, for which every firm, person, or 
corporation shall pay an annual license fee 
of $25. It is made the duty of every one en- 
gaged in the business defined to keep a rec- 
ord in a book specially kept for that purpose 
in which shall be stated the following items 
of information .concerning every bicycle re- 
ceived for any purpose. Said record shall 
be made upon the day that such bicycle is 
received, and shall specify plainly and defi- 
nitely by whom such record is made: the 
place of business of the person making such 
record; the style of bicycle and by whom 
made or manufactured; shall give the manu- 
facturer’s number of sich bicycle: what re- 
pairs were to be made to said wheel: and 
where said wheel is at the time of making 
said record. 

The name, number, or other designating 
marks of a bicycle shall not be changed. 
‘che penalty for violation shall be a fine of 
not less than $20 nor more than $200 for the 
first offense, and for a second and subse- 
quent offense a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $200 for each offense. 

The ordinance received 37 affirmative 
votes against 22 negative. 

Where Street Cars Shall Stop Now. 

e Council at its last meting passed 
an ordinance compelling strect cur com- 
panies to stop at the near croxsing. That 
ordinance was repealed last nizht and the 
fullowing was shot through to taxe its place: 

“No street railroad or electric railroad 
company, or person in charge of any street 
railroad, grip car, or electric car, shall Le 
allowed to stop to receive and let off passen- 
gers on any other than the nearect cross- 
ing in the direction said cars zvre going on 
any and all street intersections, except at 
intersections of streets where mechanical 
or other conditions render it piohibitory or 
advisable that stops be made at farther 
crossings, in which case a sign readinc:. 
‘Cars Stop Here’ may be placed at farther 
crossing. . : . 

“Any person or corporation violating this 
ordinance shall be fined not less than $1) 
nor more than $25. 

“This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force on and after Jan. 1, 186."’

AN UNJUST ATTACK ON CAPT. TANNER. 
The Times-Herald in a long article says 
that Capt. Tanner is not a fit man ‘to be 
Governor. It admits that he is honest, 
and true to his friends, and is a nice gentle- 
man, and that he was a gallant soldier; but 
it says that “ his record is not such as to 
command the confidence of his fellow-citi- 
ause “on the insulting pretext 
that party reputation was involved in the 
protection of [alleged] boodlers from the 
consequences of their crimes, he rushed to 
the capital and ordered the adjournment of 
the Legislature.” 
That is the way the case is stated by the 


- T.-H., which believed last summer.that it 


had positive and legal evidence of boodling 
on the part of many members of the Legis- 
lature. This is the way. the case is stated 
by a paper which,. while claiming to be “ in- 


dependent,” is so much under the influence 


of its old Democratic principles as to as- 
sume that Republicans are generally in the 
‘wrong. . 

’ “The -facts are these: After a more than 
five months’ session the General Assembly 
adjourned. The Governor soon thereafter 
called it together in spécial session, ostensi- 
bly to levy a heavier tax on the people for 
the support of the State Government. But 
he did not stop there, but added a dozen 
other subjects under his call for an ex- 
traordinary session, His object in doing 
this was to get the Legislature to entrap 
that body into committing some imprudent 
act or pass some foolish law which could 
be used against the Republican party in the 
Presidential campaign. 

The General Assembly met and provided 
the additional revenue the Governor de- 
clared was necessary. Though it was the 
dogdays it showed signs of a willingness to 
proceed with general legislation which was 
not needed at the time and which would not 
have gone into force until after the Ist of 
next July—unless passed by two-thirds 
majorities of both.

nase THE INTEREST RECEIVED FROM 
THE LOAN. 

* ihe Staats-Zeitung—owned by Mr. Hes-‘ 
ing—says it is unjust that the owners of cap-. 
ital which has been loaned to men who have | 
put it into buildings or other land improve- 
ments, or into goods where it is taxed, . 
should pay no taxes thereon—that is, on the 
promise of the borrower to repay the loan: 
some time. It says that the man who lives 
on the income of his loaned-out capital has 
the protection of the government and 
should pay something for it. The 8.-Z, 
says further that if the functions of govern- 
ment were tocome to a sudden end and there 
were no more courts to enter up judgments 
against debtors, the latter, having pos- 
session of the borrowed property, could defy 
their creditors. Hence government protec-° 
tion is of more value to Jender. than -bor- 
rower. The S8.-Z. singularly fails to see or 
state that if there was no law for the col- 
lection of debts or recovery of loaned capi- : 
tal none would be loaned on present termé. 
Men then could only borrow on their per- 
sonal honor, and at very high interest... If; 
they forfeited their word to pay back they ' 
never would be trusted again by any one. 
Most borrowers would be as anxious to re- 
pay the money according to promise as most 
gamblers, who cannot be sued for recovery 
of money lost in gaming, but who well know 
that if they refuse to pay they will be boy- 
cotted and shunnéd by all other players and 
sports. 

But the Staats-Zeitung ndmita that 
there is a practical difficulty in the way of 
getting notes, due bills, book. accounts, or 
other credits on the assessment books and 
making .those who hold -such evidences of | 
indebtedness pay taxes on them while the | 
property itself.is not in their possession, | 
but is already taxed in the hands of the bor- | 
rower or buyer. Therefore it says that 
the attempt to assess any personal property 
should be abandoned and an income tax' 
be substituted, as the owners of loaned capi-. 
tal can be reached in that way and made to 
help support the government. 

This suggestion. is so broadly stated that 
it is fair to assume that its author wishes 
to raise part of the revenues of the county, 
city, schools, drainage district, etc.; by 
means of an income tax, so that the holders 
of evidences of indebtedness may assist in 
maintaining every branch of the govern-. 
ment, 

' There is a simpler way, however, of ac 
complishing the result the Staats-Zeitung. 
advocates. That paper asks whether THE 
TrispuNE believes that persons whose. 
means ‘consist solely of interest-bearing 
evidences of indebtedness should pay no 


taxes whatever. The reply is that they’ 


should pay on the rent or interest received 
for the use of the capital loaned, but not on 
the capital itself, which is in the possession 
of the borrower, who uses it for his own 
gain or purpose. Whatever the lender 
realizes in the shape of interest or rent he 
should be assessed on the same per cent as 
on any other property in his hands. But he 
should not be taxed on the interest of his 
loan before it is due and has been paid— 
that.is, until the rent or use money i8 in his 
possession, For illustration: One . man 
loans.,$10,000 of capital at say 5 per cent. 
The borrower erects a building on his lot 
with it worth the $10,000. This is a quite 
common’ practice. That building is as- 
sessed and the $10,000 of borrowed capital. 
pays taxes same as other property. 
Some persons insist, however, that the 
mortgage, being the security for rpaying 
the notes, should be taxed the same as the 
capital itself, which is already taxed, which 


is manifestly double taxation—once on the” 


concrete property and again on its shadow. 
or promise of repayment. If the capital has 
to pay $100 in taxes on the $10,000 they say’ 
the note and mortgage holder should pay 
an equal sum, being $200, on the capital; 
but the mortgage and. notes and the in- 
cumbered building will not sell at auction 
or private sale for more than $10,000, and 
perhaps for less. 

This is double taxation, therefore unjust 
and wrong... But as the borrower, if not in 
default, each year pays over to the lender 
$500 in interest, when that money comes 
into the lender’s hands let it be assessed 
and taxed at the same per cent. as other 
‘property, That would be fair and proper. 

Therefore the Staats-Zeitung should 
recommend the abandonment of these at- 
tempts to assess evidences of indebtedness, 
but insist. on the assessment of that por- 
‘tion of the product of loaned capital. which 
is called interest when it is received by the 
lender, and on that alone the lender should 
pay a tax, but net on the principal while.

IMPORTING STEEL RAILS. * 

It. is reported from New York that an 
American railroad company has contracted 
for the importation of 10,000 tons of En- 
glish steel rails at a little less than $30 per 
ton, which allows the British manufacturer 
about $22 per ton at tidewater after paying 
the duty of $7.84. per ton. Under the Mc- 
Kinley law the duty was $13.20, Up tothe 
present time the ‘reduced duty has been 
‘quite sufficient to keep out. the English 
product. But American rails have been 
advanced some $4 since. last spring, a fact 
which the manufacturers say is justified by 
a rise from $10 to $14 in the price of pig 
metal, which; in tirn, is ascribed to “ the 
fluctuation of production and freight rates.” 

The American producers have rushed up 
prices too far for their own good. A year 
ago, and until last spring, that steel might 
have been bought in this country for about 
$24 per ton, and not a pound of it could 
have been brought to our shores from En- 
gland, not even to California or Oregon, as 
Prone But now nearly $300,000 worth 

8 are coming in in one lot, to cut out 
that much work at. home, in consequence of 
our manufacturers of iron and steel push- 
ing up their figures to the danger line and 
beyond it. They have increased their 
prices fully 30 per cent since last spring, 
taking advantage of the fact that many 
consumers had to buy because of inactivity 
during the two years of depression due to 
the panic of 1898. They were warned 
again and again that they were approach- 
ing the point at which foreign competition 
would be invited; and now they have got it. 

It is in order to expect these folks will 
clamor for higher protection, so that they 
may retain the home market at a further 
advance in prices. But they are not likely 
to obtain it from the present Congress and 
President, and wonld do better to cut their 
cloth to the present protection instead of 
waiting idly for one more favorable to them. 
They are said to be complaining that the 
latest legislation by Congress only gives 
them a bounty of $7.84 perton. But that 


.was ample at the time the bill was passed. 


No steel could come in then within three or 
four dollars of the then price in the home 
market, which now is imperiled by the ad- 
vance on the part of men who grasp at so 
much that they are in danger of losing the 


“trade, and this to the detriment of con- 


sumers as well as of home producers. 

A similar condition is threatened for 
numerous other trades if combines formed 
or forming: are allowed to go on “ fixing 
prices” by agreement to allow of no com- 
petition and to depend upon “ pooling ”’ or 
other illegal arrangements to divide among 
themselves. the excess of prpfits they can 
make by ex¢lutiing outsiders,” ‘There seems 
to be a determination everywhere among 
capitalists and ‘business-men to follow the 
trades union example of combination and 
unite with as few others as practicable to 
control the supply of goods or service, limit- 
ing it to the point at which they can exact 
high compensation and big profits. The 
combinations among railroad managers, the 
owners of ocean steamers, and the produ- 
cers of whisky, beer, salt, leather, and glass 
are only conspicuous instances among scores 
and perhaps hundreds, which among them 
are trying to control and monopolize about 
everything that is of use to the people in 
manufacturing, commerce, and transporta- 
tion. It looks as if this be the end aimed 


-at, and that in defiance of laws intended to 


insure freedom of competition among both 
buyers and sellers of raw material and 
finished product, and to those who buy and 
those who sell labor, as well as the products 
of labor. All this tends to the detriment of 
the American people, and for that reason 
should be frowned down upon by all honest 
men. ' It is in the interest of the latter that 
laws against combinations and monopolies 
have been passed, and. those interests 
should be protected by enforcing the laws 
or by the enactment of other laws in case 
those now in existence are inadequate to do 
what was hoped for in passing them. 


CUT THEM SHORT. 

The customary notification to the press 
by the General Manager of the Western 
Unton Telegraph company that the Presi- 
dent’s message will be ready for publica- 
tion this afternoon makes the appalling an- 
nouncement that it will contain 20,000 
words! Courtesy to the White House and 
the unwritten compulsions of tradition ren- 
der it necessary for newspapers to respect 
the niessage as a privileged document, not a 
line of which must be erased or shortened. 


This of itself imposes a most ungrateful 


‘necessity ‘upon newspapers and lumbers up 
their columns with a large amount of sar 
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words too long.. 


A city paper says that there are only two 
ways in which the revenues of the munici- 


pality can be increased at once. They are . 


as follows: 

The Council can enlarge the Meense revenue, 
both by adding to it new sources of income and by 
increasing the fee now charged for valuable priv- 
ileges. 

The State Legislature, if called in special ses- 
sion, could autlorize a bond issue to cancel the 
floating indebtedness and permit the use of pres- 
ent revenue for current 


expenses. 
The first paragraph is true. The sec- 


ond is error. The Legislature can author- 


ize no bond issues for-any purpose where a 
county or city has already exceeded or 
equaled the constitutional limit of indebt- 
edness, which on the present assessment of 
Chicago is $12,000,000, while Chicago had 
a debt of $13,000,000 when the Constitution 
went into force, and by an amendment to 
the Constitution added $5,000,000 to it in 
aid of the Chicago World’s Fair, making 
$18,000,000 at this time. The assessed 
valuation of the city would have to exceed 
860 millions before any additional bonds 
could be lawfully issued. 

But a special session of the Legislature 
could authorize Chicago and all other cities 
having a floating debt to levy say one-half 
per ‘cent taxation, the proceeds to apply to 
paying it off, when it must cease. A half 
per cent on the present assessed valuation 
would pay off Chicago’s floating debt of 
five millions in four years. And if one-half 
per cent was also permitted by the special 
session of the Assembly to be levied for gen- 
eral purposes, making 2% per cent, the city 
would have revenue enough to get along 
comfortably and to do the work that is 
really urgently necessary, as that half per 
cent would give the City Government about 
a million and a quarter per year more 
fhoney for the public works—street and 
sidewalk repairs, sewer repairs, bridge re- 
pairs, police and fire enlargement, and bet- 
ter care of public health. 

When the Council came to make the appro- 
priations for the year in March then it could 
make those appropriations on the basis of 
a 2% per cent tax. After the tax levy had 
been certified to the County Clerk the city 
could begin issuing interest-bearing war- 
rants in anticipation of the collection of the 
taxes, 


SENATOR HILL’S LECTURE FAILURE. 

Senator Hill has abandoned his lecture 
tour in the Northwest and has returned to 
New York with his essay on “ Liberty ”’ in 
his grip. The reason his manager assigns 
for the Senator throwing up the engagement 
is that he hasa bad cold. The real reason is 
that he did not have appreciative or paying 
audiences. The people took no more inter- 
est in him than in Coin Fool 16 to 1 Harvey, 
and both left the Northwest in disgust,

CHICAGO TO HAVE A SOCIETY OF THE 
CHILDREN OF THE REVOLUTION. 


Plans for Organisation Are in Charge 


of Mrs. Thomas MecClelland—It Will 
Be NamedAfter Richard Lord 
‘Jones, Who Enlisted in the Colonial 
Army When 10 Years 014~-Objects of 
the Association and Conditions of 


The *“ Richard Lord Jones Society of the 
Children of the American Revolution” is the 
title of a society now in process of organiza~- 
tion in Chicago by Mrs. Thomas McClelland, 
No. 417 Superior street, who has been chosen 
its first President and the organizer of the 
society. It is a notable illustration of the 

“deepening patriotic impulses of the time, 
being a branch of the organization known as 
the “ National Society of Children of the 

American Revolution.”’ 
~ In actordance with the spirit and principles 
of the parent society the chapter’s objects 
are broadly patriotic and, as stated in the 
constitution, are: : | 

“The acquisitian of the knowledge of 
American history so we may know and love 

our country better; to help to save the places 
made sacred by the American men and 
women who forwarded American independ- 
ence; to find out and to honor the lives of 
children and youth of the colonies and of the 
American Revolution; to promote the cele- 
bration of all patriotic anniversaries; to 
hold our’ American flag sacred above every 
other flag on earth; and to love, uphold, and 
extend the institutions of American liberty 
and patriotism, and the principles that made 
and saved our country.” iff 
: Origin of the Society. 

The formation of ch a society, com- 
posed entirely of children of those who 
helped forward the War of the Revolution, 
grew trom a suggestion made by its origi- 
nator, Mrs. Daniel Lothrop of Concord, 
Mass., at the National Congress of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
held in Washington, D. C., last February. 

The suggestion was received with the ut- 
most favor, and adopted as a society enter- 
prise, its founder being placed at its head, 
with full authority to perfect the organiza- 
tion, secure helpers, and introduce it into 
the various States. The National Society 
was incorporated at Washington, D. C., 
April 11, 1895, and its officers chosen. Mrs, 
8S. H. Kerfoot was placed on the board of 
promoters for the State of Illinois, and has 
selected Mrs. McClelland to organize the 
Chiéago society. 

Mrs. McClelland is a devoted member of 
the Chicago Chapter of the Daughters of the 


American Revolution and rare

Conditions of Membership. 

In order to join the society it is not essen- 
tial to have a personal invitation, and Mrs. 
McClelland is ready to receive the names of 
applicants at any time. The dues are to be 
like those of the national society—25 cents 
initiation fee and 25 cents yearly dues. Onl 
children who have reached the age of 
years will be admitted to the local society, 
although all children and youth of America 
of both sexes, from birth to the age of 18 
years for the girls and 21 years for the boys, 
may join this society, provided they descend 
in direct line from patriotic ancestors who 
helped to plant or to perpetuate this coun- 
try in the Colonies or in the Revolutio 
War, or in any other way. Children wi 
thus be prepared when reaching their major- 
ity to enter either the Society of the Daugh- 
ters or Sons of the American Revolution. 


Richard Lord Jones. 

The new society has been named by Mrs. 
McClelland in honor of Richard Lerd Jones, 
who was born in Colchester, Conn., May 
15, 1767, because, so far as is known, he was 
‘the youngest enlisted person on the pay-roll 
of the Army of the Revolution. This young 
lad, who had just passed his 10th birthday, 
offered himself as a volunteeer and was en- 


listed in June, 1777, for a term of three years |

Souvenir from Mrs. Washington. 
. At a dinner party given Gen. Washington 
and his staff by Gen. Webb Mrs. Washington 
sent for the lad, asking him to sing for her, 
and in acknowledgment of her thanks gave 
Dick a $8 continental bill, which he always 
sacredly preserved in loving remembrance. 
It is now the property of Maj. Lord Annes- 
ley of Albany, N. Y., a grandson of the 
youthul patriot., 

After reaching manhood he engaged in the 
cotton manufacturing business, but after 
the war of.1812 he found himself financially 
ruined. He moved West in 1818 to Ohio, and 
afterward settled near New Albany, Ind., 
where he became a farmer. He died July 
23, 1852

TELLS OF HOW THE POSTOFFICE 
ROBBERS ESCAPED. 


He Advised Them to Shave 0f Their 
Beards to Avoid Identification and 
Provided Them’ with Firearms— 
He Also Seeured Them an Asylum 
After "They Were at Large—Oth- 
er News from the Atlantic Metrop- 


' olis. 

New York, Dec. 2.—[Special.}—Thé trial of 
Sheriff Edward J. H. Tamsen on the indict- 
ment found against him last August, alleg- 
ing carelessness and incompetency in allow- 
ing the three postoffice burglars, Killoran, 
Russell, and Allen, to escape from Ludlow 
Street Jail, will begin tomorrow before Judge 
Allison. ._His warden of the jail, Raabe, and 
ex-Keepers Schoen and Schneer were also 
indicted. 

The District Attorney has obtained the 
confession of a man who aided and abetted 
in the escape of the three prisoners. This 
man, Bill Vosburg, the notorious bank thief, 
in order to save himself from dying in a 
felon’s cell, has unfolded the full history of 
the escape of the burglars from Ludlow 
Street Jail. Vosburg is the father-in-law 
of Russell... The latter is now under arrest 
in Belgium, awaiting extradition. 

It was Vosburg who conveyed to Killoran, 
Russell, and Allen the revolvers with which 
they intimidated the keepers, as the keepers 
say. It was Vosburg who secreted the three 
fugitives while the police of this and other 
cities were searching for them. 

Confessed to the Prosecutor. 

Vosburg made his confession to District 
Attorney Fellows today. It was taken down 
by a stenographer, and tonight central office 
detectives, under the guidance of Assistant 
Attorney Barlow 8. Weeks, were corrobo- 
rating his statements. 

They. visited YVosbure’s house in Hast One 
Hundred and Sixth street and a gun store 
in upper Third avenue, where Vosburg says 
he bought the revolvers which he carried 
into the Ludlow street jail. According to 
his statement thé revolvers were self-cock- 
ing, of. thirty-eight caliber, and were loaded 
when he gave them to‘his son-in-law. 

The old man, now past 70 years, has been 
on trial before Recorder Goff since last: 
Wednesday. He was arrested Nov. 11 by 
the police of the Morrisania precinct while 
leading Anton C. Cimfel of Clarkson, Neb., 
loaded with a big bundle of green goods, to 
the Mott Haven depot. 

A week ago Col. Fellows was informed 
that Vosburg was the father-in-law of Rus- 
sell and knew considerable about the latter’s 
escape from Ludlow Street Jail with Killo- 
ran and Russell. 

The Colonel, it is said, proposed to Justice 
Lynn that if Vosburg would inform the 
State of what he knew an effort would be 
made to secure clemency for him if the in- 
formation proved of value. 


Old Man Indignant. 


When Justice Lynn suggested this to Vos- 
burg the old man was indignant. 

“Peach?” he cried. “Never. I never gave 
away a man in my life, and the Lord knows 
I've been in many a big job. I wouldn't tell 
Tom Byrnes if he should ask me, let alone 
anybody else.” Vosburg was under indict- 
ment for grand larceny as a second offense, 
and upon conviction would, under the law, 
have to be sentenced toa term in Sing Sing of 
not less than ten years. This punishment 
practically meant a life sentence for him. 

When he was told that by telling what he 


knew of the escape of the burglars he would 


be allowed to plead guilty to grand larceny 
as a first offense. and get off with a year at 
the most in the penitentiary he consented to 
tell all he knew. 

He was taken to the District-Attorney’s 
office. There, in the presence of his counsel, 
Col. Fellows, Assistant Attorneys Weeks 
and Battle, he made his confession. 

According to the story he told, Vosburg 
visited Russell and his companion and sup- 
plied them with money while they were in 
Ludiow Street Jail. 

Shaved to Avoid Recognition. 

It was he that suggested to the trio to be 
shaved so as to thwart recognition when ar- 
raigned before United States Commissioner 
Shields. It was he who, in the guise of a 
preacher, spent hours in the waiting-room 
talking to the three thieves. | 

‘*T was told,’”’ he said, ‘“‘by Russell and the 
others that the guys in the prison were soft 
marks, and if a couple of guns could be 
sneaked in they would dotherest. I got the 
guns and they did the rest. It was plain 
sailing for me. I was on good terms with 
Raabe and the keepers and they never 
searched me when I went tn.” 

‘When the three got out,” Vosburg con- 
tinued, ‘“‘they, of course, came to me. I 
found a place for them until the excitement 
blew over.”’ 

“What made them goto you? Were they 
not afraid of being caught?’’ Mr. Weeks 
asked. 

“Why shouldn’t they cometome? Wasn't

NEW PILOT SERVICE IN OPERATION. 


Saving Effected ip Time, Men, Money, 
and Boats. 

New York, Dec, 2.—[Special.]}—“The new 
System of pilot service at this port went in 
effect today, and the steamer Walter Adams 
with ten pilots aboard lies at anchor at the 
outer end of Gedney’s channel; three miles 
from Sandy ‘Hook; as a station boat. It 
will steam out to incoming vessels and will 
transfer pilots to them ‘by yawls, and will 
also put pilots on board.of outgoing vessels 
in thesame way.

I learned from a 
gentleman, just returned from New York, 
that the parties had arrived in Paris, but i 
have no knowledge of it.

You know what those 
little smiles and winning ways mean. From 
the MaAJor.”’ 

Aug. 21 he wrote a letter to Mrs. Moore, 
who was stopping at the Chicago View Hotel 
in Chicago. e letter said: 

“Dear Mollie: A woman living apart from 
her husband wants to rent rooms in my 
building. I am in doubt about the thing. 
There would be talk immediately, and I 
don’t care to make any more noise than is 
neces - I leave it to you to answer 
whether I will rent the rooms or not.” 

The letter goes on to state at length how 
Crawford has been given a position at the 
Riverside coal mine, where he had an easy 
time inspecting machinery, and was being 
“well handled.” It was signed ‘““The Major.”
